The Omaha Assassination—«lili a Mystery. 
O m aha, November 6th.—The assassination 
of Colonel W atroa B. Smith etiil remains 
wrapped in my6tery, no clue having yet been 
discovered that can be considered of any 
great valus. 
The rewards now 
offered 
amount to about SC,000, and §5,000 more are 
to be raised by tbe citizens to-morrow, to bo 
used ia paying the incidental expenses, if 
necessary, in bunting out the murderer. Our 
home officers are working at the case, and ex­ 
perienced detectives, probably from Chicago, 
are to be employed, and probably also Gov­ 
ernment detectives from Washington, ns de­ 
ceased was a United States official, beicg 
Clerk of the United States District Court, 
aud was assassinated on Government terri­ 
tory, in the postoffiee building. It is quite 
generally thought the murderer is a citizen 
here, nnd perhaps engaged in the liquor 
traffic, against which deceased has waged 
quite a successful war. No one hardly has 
any idea of a conspiracy, aud the general 
surmise is that the act was committed by one 
man, acting for himself, and unknown to any 
living soul but himself.

D ocks on F ire, 
N ew Y obk, November Gth.—This evening 
a fire broke out on the Eagle docks, Hoboken. 
The Humea raged so furiously, and became so 
threatening, that the authoiities of Hoboken 
telegraphed to New York for aid. and reveral 
fire engines were sent over, and the fire boats 
were ordered to the scene. Tbe Bteamship 
Rialto, from Hall, England, was damaged. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
N ew Y o b k , November 6th.—The fire in 
Hoboken this afternoon totally destroyed the 
Eagle dock, owned by tbe Hoboken Dock 
Company. Hamburg, and leased by the Wil­ 
son and Eagle Steamship Companies. 
Two 
full cargoes of merchandise—one just un­ 
loaded from the Wilson line steamer Rialto, 
plying between Hoboken and Hull, England, 
the other in readiness for the National line 
steamer to sail in a few days for London and 
Liverpool.- Most of the merchandise, includ­ 
ing a large quantity of cotton and stoel rails, 
was owned by New York merchants. The 
stock ’.vas fully insured. The dock was con­ 
structed eight rears ago a ta cost < f 8250, C00, 
and was 710 long aud 80 feet wide. Several 
barges and lighters, in thse proximity to the 
fire, were e.lso destroyed, and the steamship 
Rialto, but for the arrival of a tug, would 
have been destroyed. 
Oae origin of the fire is given as follows : 
The watchman bad applied the lighting con­ 
trivance—a small tin kerosene lamp attached 
to a pels—to the g.w on the dock, and almost 
instantly the cotton and a quantity of loose 
oakum strewed around were ablaze. 
The 
disastrous consequences are accounted for in 
this way : 
The Hoboken fire department and 
ths city authorities have been for seme tiino 
at loggerheads. 
The latter, according to the 
firemen, refuses to furnish proper supplies to 
the department. 
Furthermore, recently the 
authorities designated an engine-house as a 
place of registration for voters, an action 
which the firemen loudly protested against. 
Tho result was th at when the alarm was 
sounded the fire 
apparatus 
was found 
with the tongues turned 
to the wall, 
ar.d only one of the seven engines com­ 
prising the departm ent 
responded. 
The 
Chief refused to order the men out until 
he received certain guarantees. 
These guar­ 
antees were given by the Mayor, and the 
engines reached the scene of conflagration 
after 6 o’clock, more than an hour after tho 
first alarm was given, and too l.rte to prevent 
the conflagration. 
Tho Mayor of the city 
being informed of the cocdbion of affairs, 
telegraphed to New York cud Jersey City 
for aid, and the two cities prom ptly respond­ 
ed. 
Tho large storehouse that stands on the 
shore end of the dock, and is used by all I be 
steamship companies whoso ves-els land at 
Hoboken, was on fire at one time, but the 
llames were extinguished before 
material 
damage was done. 
The total loss id pieced at 
half a million. 
Rescued from a H orrible Falc in Mid­ 
Ocean. 
N ew Y o b k . November Gth.—The Port­ 
uguese ship Marianna V. a 'rived at quar­ 
antine Sunday, and brought Antonio Cris­ 
póla, an Italian sailor and the sole survivor of 
the bark Ro-inr, which left Catana for this 
port last September. Captain Fereira, of the 
Marianna, related to a T im a reporter the 
sfcry of the rescue, aud the loss of tbe Rosina. 
The latter was told him by the reaman saved. 
October 2Stb, in mid-oceaD, Captain Fereira 
sighted a baik drifting. He made eail to­ 
ward the stranger, and roon a man was seen 
gesticulating wildly. 
Captain Fereira or­ 
dered a boat lowered. The boat made its 
way to the side of the hark, which proved to 
be the Rosino. The man on board jumped 
into the boat, which be had eagerly watched 
from the moment it left the ship’s side. He 
could not speak the language of Ilia rescuers, 
but he snowed by signs that it would 
be useless to hunt for any more human be­ 
ings. 
The decks of the bark had been swept 
perfectly clean. Everything had been carried 
away and the hold, loaded principally with 
sulphur, was nearly full of water. The waves 
were making a complete breach over the 
wreck fore aud aft. The Rosina was left to 
her fate, and the boat’s crew returned to the 
Marianna. The shipwrecked sailor then told 
of the loss of the Kosiua to Captain Ferrirr. 
He said that during the night of October 
20th the sky became overcast, and there 
wete indications of an approaching storm 
of cous’derable severity. 
The next morn­ 
ing it was blowing briskly, and some 
light sails were tak<n in. 
OrLeola says he 
heard his Captain remark that they were in 
longitude 49", but he did not learn the lati­ 
tude. As the morning advanced the wind 
became fiercer, and at noon it was blowing a 
hurricane. The bark was under reefed top­ 
sails, keeping her bead as near to tbe wind as 
possible. The seas were terrific, and rolled 
np from the windward, appearing like small 
mountains r.3 they approached. 
The bark, 
however, n d e them without shipping any 
great quantities of water. At 2 in the aiter- 
noon the tempest was terrific, the wind 
howling furiuu-ly through the ringing, and 
the uneven seas tossing the vessel violently 
about. Tbe Captain was then bcsrd to cell 
out to the man at the wheel to cling to his 
pjst, and those who were below hurried on 
deck. 
One enormous wave obeenred the 
horizon to the windward, and rolled toward 
the bark. She was about tn rise with the 
huge billow, hut tripped and fell before it. 
The wave broke Rud rolled its vast volumes 
over brr. 
It seemed to -Criseola that he had 
been engulfed by tbe torrents which roared 
over him as ha clung to the hatchway which 
went 
down 
into 
the 
between 
decks. 
The water slowly passed away, and the 
bark emerged from under the suifuce of the 
Bea. The man had a moment before beard 
Bhcn’a acd yells and the crash of timbers, 
but now there was uo sounds but the roar of 
the tempest. 
Wreckage strewed the water 
to the leeward, but uo human brings could 
be seen strugcling there, and no one could be 
seen on deck. Crieeola hurried aloDg tbe 
torn and unguarded decks, and searched 
every corner of the vessel, but to one couii 


be found in the wrecked c»bio, galley or fore­ 
castle, and hs at 
realized that he lrad 
,een le‘t alone on board the vessel. 
The 
stormy B5a did cot appear satisfied with 
his eleven comrades, but continued to roll up 
furiously, and seemed abvut to close over 
him and the frail planks which still remained 
under his foot. 
1 he survivor says a feeling 
of unutterable lonehnees stole over him, and 
he crouched amid the ruins of the cabin and 
awaited Ms fate. Saturday, Sunday, Mon­ 
day and Tuesday passed, but not a sail re­ 
lieved the wide waste of waters. Wednesday 
he thought of building a raft, but the mate­ 
rials were all gone, and he passed that 
night, as others before, without sleep end very 
little to eat. Thursday evening found him 
still the sole occupant of the bark, which 
drifted unguided before tbe wind and sea. 
Criseola felt that if no help came next day tbe 
vessel must sink, and ho would be drowned, 
or worse still, fall into the teeth of the sharks. 
The first morning rays of Friday, October 
28:h, revealed no sail, and the unfortunate 
man was giving way to despair, when at 
about 8 o’clock he raw the spars of a vessel. 
At first he could not believe his senses, but 
the distant masts increased in rize, until a 
full-rigged ship approached the wreck. At 9 
the st ranger hove to, and in a short time An­ 
tonio Criseola stood upon the sound decks 
of the Marianna V., which brought him to 
this port. The name of the captain of the 
Rosina was Genalo Porcella. 
He was an 
Italian, who had brought his vessel to this 
pert many times, 
(.‘risenola will be taken be­ 
fore the Italian Consul to-day. 
He will be 
well dared for, and sent to his homo. 
He is 
a short, wiry man, about 35 years of age, 
with dark, olive skin, and black beard end 
whiskers.

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THE PROPOSED COMPROMISE. 


The S u tter Farmer, representing in ter­ 
ests being menaced and damaged by hy­ 
draulic m ining in a t least one section, th u s 
speaks of a compromise : “ The only con­ 
dition upon which a compromise looking to 
a settlem ent of the question w ithout a de­ 
term ination by th e C ourts is admissible is 
th a t forbearance of the valley from pushing 
the suits be accompanied by a complete 
cessation of operations by the hydraulic 
m iners until the rock dam s they propose 
are br.ilt, and they can continue th eir oper­ 
ations w ithout injury or injustice to the 
valley. 
No other term s can be accepted. 
I t is absurd to ask tbe people of th e valley 
to be patient while the hydraulic m iners 
cea?e none of th eir operations, but continue 
to produce tailings, to encum ber tho rivers 
and to destroy their property. 
I t is pre­ 
sum ptuous to ask them to discontinue 
pushing their suits m erely in order to 
preserve hydraulic m ining from the danger 
of a perpetual injunction, for th a t is the 
sole object of the request. 
Such compro­ 
mise thus proposed has w ithin the compass 
of its view th a t one object only, th e pro­ 
tection of hydraulic m ining from com pul­ 
sory aud perpetual stoppage, and contains 
no provision for the security of th e lan d ­ 
owners of the valley. The fair thing would 
be for the hydraulic companies to stop 
mining until tho stone dam s were built, in 
return for the relaxation of legal proceed­ 
ings by the valley. 
If th eir proposed de­ 
sire to settle th e question w ithout injury 
to them selves or the valley is in good faith, 
they w ill be willing to do th is.”

A DISGRACEFUL 
AFFAIR. 


It seems impossible longer to doubt that 
■the ninth Massachusetts militia behaved 
infamously during its recent visit to Ycrk- 
town. 
In fact tee circumstantial accounts 
concerning the conduct cf this regiment 
rocord to persistent as well as abominable 
a series of outrages that it is difficult to 
understand how the victims could have 
endured them, or why the 
villainous 
ruffians were not set upon and exterminated. 
For if wa are to believe even a tithe of 
what is told, no Chilean soldiers let loose 
■upon l’ern could have behaved much worse 
than did these sons of decorous and digni­ 
fied and cultured Massachusetts. 
They 
■broke into and sacked stores all along the 
line of march. 
They insulted every 
woman they met. They reeled drunk 
throngh the streets. 
They took possession 
of saloons and restaurants, and gorged 
and swilled without offering payment. 
They made their headquarters at the houses 
of ill-fame, and went about boasting of their 
filthiness and shamelessness. 
They plun­ 
dered aDd outraged right and left, in short, 
and in one or two instances they were vet y 
near being attacked by ether militia 
regiments which resented the conduct of 
these brnte3. 
And though attempts have 
been made to deny the truth of the state­ 
ment concerning the Ninth Massachusetts, 
the evidence seems too overwhelming to be 
broken down. 
It comes from a score of 
places, and is therefore independent, ami 
i t is all to the same general effect. 
What 
makes the matter the more surprising is, 
fehit this ruffianly regiment proved itself 
to be cue of the best drilled on the ground 
•at \o r k lown. 
How a regiment, which 
m ust have possessed considerable corps 
pride to have made ita elf so efficient, 
should have been so destitute of corps 
pride away from home, remains to be ex­ 
plained. But, unhappily, it seems impossi­ 
ble to disbelieve the guilt of the accused aa 
ih e case stands. 


Wtudell Phillips has been asked to go 
to Ireland to advocate the “ no re n t” 
proposition, 
and though declining the 
invitation on the ecorc cf ill health, he 
warmly indorses the Parnellite programme, 
and in the course of his reply lays down a 
definition of rent which has perhaps the 
meric of novelty, but which has certainly 
never before occurred to any economist, 
or, let ns add, to any thoroughly sane 
mind under any circumstances. 
WendcH 
Phillips is not a man cf thoroughly sane 
mind, as all .who are acquainted.with hia 
recorded utterances know. 
It would have 
been very much better for his reputation 
had h:s death coincided witlvthe abolition 
of slavery, for then his name wouid have 
gone down to posterity as that of a cour­ 
ageous and eloquent philanthropist, and 
a zealous worker in the cause of human 
freedom. 
But since the attainment of his 
magnum opus he has 
developed men­ 
tal eccentricities and weaknesses which 
have long since made it impassible for sane 
m u tc aec*q-t him as a teacher, or to regard 
his manifestations of enthusiasm otherwise 
than with surprise. 
In the present case 
liis sayings can only cause ill informed for­ 
eigners to fall into the error of supposing 
that Americans are in sympathy with the 
monstrous and piratical doctrines of Par­ 
nell, and though this is to be regretted it is 
a kind of mistake which cannot in the 
nature of things last long. 
For the sake 
of showing how absurd is the position 
taken by the Parnellites, however, we shall 
examine what Phillips says about reut. 
It 
ia in these words : “ llent, honest rent, is 
“ the surplus left after the tenant has com- 
“ fo rt; material, intellectual, personal and 
“ social comfort.” Now this is equivalent 
to 6aying that rent is whatever the tenant 
is inclined to pay after he hasqliscbarged 
every other obligation, and has gratified 
every w¡3h and whim. 
Of course this is 
precisely the same aa saying that the rela­ 
tions between landlord and tenant involve 
no moral obligation and no legal contract. 
Iu fact it is tantamount to a denial of the 
right of ownership in land. 
For if the men who hold the titles to 
the Irish farms do own them, it follows 
that the mcu who lease them are bound, 
both iu ethics and in law, to pay what 
they agree to pay, and that the question 
of their “ comfort” cuts no figure in the 
case, 
Nobody is obliged to rent land, but 
whoever does rent land, doing it of bis 
own volition, is bound to adhere loyally 
to the conditions of the contract, and can­ 
not shuffle out of them by any irrelevant 
twaddle about bis “ comfort.” Wendell 
Phillips and Parnell are talking immoral 
nonsense when they say that rent is the 
surplus left after the tenant has comfort. 
Kent is nothing of the kind. 
It ia the 
price a man agrees to pay for the occupa­ 
tion and U3e of land which belongs to an­ 
other man. 
If the tenant finds that he 
has overestimated the productive capacity 
of his farm, or if misfortune, such as a 
failure of crops, upsets his calculations, he 
may solicit a reduction in his rent, or a 
postponement of his payments. 
But even 
then he lias no right to seek relief. 
I t is 
at the option of tiie landowner to give or 
withhold it, and though in taking the 
Utter course he might lay himself open to 
a charge of inhumanity, he could not be 
accused of exceeding hi3 rights. If a 
tenant cannot pay his rent there is only 
one course open to him, and that is to give 
up hi9 holding. 
He has n& warrant for 
holding ou to the laud. 
It is not his, 
even though it could he shown not to be the 
putative landlord’s. 
His relation to it is 
simply that of a contractor, and if he fails 
to pay his rent he breaks the contract, and 
loses all claim to consideration, and all 
legal status. 
Nothing could be more dishonest than 
the Phiilips-Paruell doctrine, for it involves 
the literal ignoring of all moral principles 
whatever. If the tenant is to fix the rent 
there is no reason why he should pay any, 
and in effect he would very soon ccaso to 
pay any under such an arrangement. 
For 
to say that rent is the surplus left after the 
tenant has comfort of every kind, is to say 
that he need not reserve anything for rent, 
and that, in fact, he ought not to reserve 
anything ii in so doing he ia compelled 
to curtail some of his comforts. 
The prin­ 
ciple advocated here is, in short, naked and 
shameless swindling, and it Í3 necessary io 
show it for what it is. The man or the or­ 
ganization that advises pieople to follow 
this doctrine is guilty of scoundrelism, 
and nothing less disgraceful. 
It is in no 
respect better than to advise people not to 
pay any of their debts until they have pro­ 
vided for ail their whims and fancies ; 
which is of course equivalent to advocating 
tho non payment of all debts, and the con­ 
version of mankind into thieves and cheats. 
It is as rascally to advise the non-payment 
of rent as the non-payment of butchers’ 
and bakers’ and dry goods bills, and be­ 
tween the “ no rest ” proposition and that 
of Wendell rhilltps there ¡3 merely a dis­ 
tinction without a difference. 
It is very certain that unless confiscation 
of the property rights in land is to be car­ 
ried out, all the current talk about the 
“ justification” of refusing to pay rent 
must be branded as sheer knavery, for it is 
nothing less. 
As a matter of fact the 
landlords of Ireland have precisely the 
same right to the rent of their estates that 
the landlords of America have, aud we 
know very well that in this country there 
is no disposition to abolish the right of 
ownership in land, er to destroy the 
validity of contracts. Bat this is a subject 
regarding which it is impossible to occupy 
a doubtful position. 
“ No ren t” applies 
to all the world, if it has any application at 
a ll; aad ii it deserves to be adopted then 
civilization must be abandoned. Ameri­ 
cans cannot afford even to seem to acqui­ 
esce in a theory which strikes at the roots 
of all ordered society, which denies the ob­ 
ligations of fundamental moral laws, which 
declares that stealing and swindling are 
right, which aims at wholesale robbery in 
the most impudent mauner, and which in 
short is a brazen traversing of the most 
settled and best established rules of social 
relationship, aud a fatuous attempt to re­ 
turn to the brutal -and lawless methods of 
the simian stage of evolution. 


A 
STRANGE 
CABINET 
RUMOR. 


A 'Washington paper tells a curious story 
about an alleged scene in the Cabinet, 
apropos of the Guitcau case. 
It says that 
President Arthur on Saturday asked the 
Attorney-General what he had done to 
make ready for the trial of Guitcau, and 
that MacVeagh replied that he did not 
consider himself called upon to take any 
part in a criminal case. 
The President 
upon this became angry, and cited from 
the Revised Statutes provisions which 
showed that it was the duty of the Attor­ 
ney-General to take charge of all important 
Government cases. 
A3 the story ia to d, 
the Attorney-General has decidedly the 
worst of th? encounter, and is made to ap­ 
pear as an official so conceited as to be 
above his work, yet so ignorant as not to 
know what the duties prescribed to him by 
the law are. 
MacVeagh’s position, that he 


is not called upon to take charge of any 
other than civil cases, docs not appear 
to be warranted by the terms of the stat­ 
ute, while it ¡3 certainly at variance with 
the practice in all other civilized coun­ 
tries. 
In England, it is true, there is a 
Solicitor-General as well a3 an Attorney- 
General, and there the distinctions be­ 
tween solicitors aad barristers necessitate 
conditions which do not and cannot 
exist here. 
Our Attorney-General is also 
our Solicitor-General. 
He is the 1am- 
adviser cf the Government, and he cer­ 
tainly ought to be at the disposal of the 
Government in all cafes in which it is con­ 
cerned, whether they are civil or criminal. 
It ia true that MacVeagh may have devo­ 
ted himself entirely to tho civil law, in 
which cas9 his services in a criminal case 
would be probably of little or no value. 
But in such a case as this, when the Presi­ 
dent of the United States has been aseas 
sinated, it is obviously proper aad desirable 
that the Government should take charge 
of the prosecution, and that it should at 
least secure the beet available talent for 
the support of the indictment. 
If Presi­ 
dent Arthur has insisted upon this being 
done, and if he has taken the Attorney- 
General to task for not interesting himself 
in the preparation of the case, the country 
will appreciate bis motives, and will in­ 
dorse his action. 
For it ia unquestionably 
disgraceful to the republic that there 
should in the prosecution of Guiteau be 
any oversight which might suggest in­ 
difference, or any absence of preparation 
which might look like neglect. 


INTELLIGENT 
CRITICISM. 


Our esteemed contemporary, the San 
Francisco Bulletin, has a book reviewer 
wlio appears to need supervision. 
Ia Sat­ 
urday’s issue of the paper this curious per­ 
son spoke thus of an American edition of 
Marian Evans’ translation of Feuerbach’s 
“ Essence of Christianity:-’ 
“ Ludwig 
“ Fuerback is the author of a work with 
“ the above title. 
We are duly informed 
“ in the preface that it baa created a great 
“ sensation. 
But that sensation has not 
“ reached this .State, and it is hard to see 
“ upon what grounds it could prevail any- 
“ where.” Again, this wonderful reviewer 
speaks of Feuerbach aa “ the founder of a 
“ new school,” and 3ays that “ there is 
“ nothing in tiie book but a new preaeuta- 
“ tion of the notion of Comte.” From 
all this it would appear that the Bulletin 
lias a book reviewer who ia ignorant of 
seme rather important literary iac’s ; as, 
for instance, that Feuerbach’s “ Essence 
“ of Christianity” 
was 
written thirty 
years ago ; that ita author is assuredly not 
the “ founder of anew school,” but that 
a generation ago he undertook to elaborate 
one of the aspects of the Tubingen school ; 
that he did not give “ a new presentation 
“ of the notion of Comte,” because it 
would have been impossible for him to 
do anything of 
the kind; 
and that 
in short the Bulletin's reviewer was alto 
gether out of his depth when he undertook 
to review Ftuerbaoh. 
Nothing better 
than our contemporary’s remark about the 
sensation not having reached this State, 
however, has been made since Edgar Poe 
wrote the story of the celebrated Ameri­ 
can rural critic who slashed “ Paradise 
“ Lost,” and declared it to be in a Style 
of composition beneath contempt. 


MISTAKES ABOUT OLD BOCKS. 


It is common to find notices in newspa­ 
pers of old books which are really not old, 
coupled with the remark that they are 
“ believed to be the oldest in the State.” 
Metropolitan journals ought to know bet­ 
ter than to fall into such blunders of igno­ 
rance, but they evidently do not. 
Thas a 
San Francisco paper yesterday published 
au article describing an English Psalter of 
1394 as something wonderful, while the 
writer, to show his erudition, went on to 
remark that though this book is “ claimed 
“ to be the oldest iu the Statá,” it really is 
not, since “ in the library of Santa Clara 
“ College ” are to bo foun t sotiie volumes 
the oldest of which goes back to 1553 
Now as a matter of fact these dates do not 
show any remarkable antiquity, and we 
venture to assert that there arc scores of 
books in the State from fifty to a hundred 
years older than the most ancient named 
by our San Francisco contemporary. 
The 
present writer lias in bis library books 
bearitig date of 1-171, and ho knows that 
Messrs. Jarboc and Hsrrison, of San Fran­ 
cisco, have both several specimens as early 
or even earlier than this, though examples 
much earlier aro at present very hard to 
pick up. 
One of the gentlemen named has 
also a Nuremberg Chronicle of 1495. 
But 
after the beginning of the sixteenth cen­ 
tury no great savor of antiquity attaches 
to books, for by that time they lia-1 be­ 
come plentiful aud common. 
And no one 
possessing books as late as 1394, or even 
1530, has a right to claim for them a pecu­ 
liar antiquity. 


A GOOD BEGINNING. 


We are glad to see that Mr. Charles 
Crocker has given the California Academy 
of Sciences the very handsome present of 
twenty thousand dollars. 
ThÍ3 shows that 
Mr. Crocker must have made some careful 
investigation, for while there are few so­ 
cieties which have struggled harder to 
effect something worth while, there are 
also few which have had more uphill work, 
or have received le3s encouragement at 
the hands of presa and public. 
The Acad­ 
emy of Sciences is a deserving institution, 
possessing plenty cf vitality and energy, 
aud capable of doing considerable things 
if it had but the means. 
Already it has 
served as a nucleus around which State 
talent has grown aud been developed, and 
if some of our wealthy men will follow the 
equally judicious and generous example of 
Mr. Crocker, the society will soon produce 
palpable evidences of its capacity. 
Mr. 
Crocker ha3 made an excellent beginning, 
and we have no doubt that his $20,000 will 
prove to have been a remarkably good in­ 
vestment for the public, to whom in effect 
all such sums are given when they are be­ 
stowed upon the support of scientific re­ 
search.

Yankee ways into English politics. 
He 
has no talent and no character. 
His 
speech against Gladstone v a i as silly as it 
was scurrilous.

be more of a man than he is at present. 
And at present he certainly is not fit, as 
his opponent remarked, to black Glad­ 
stone’s boots.

crowd. A t least thirty shots were fired. 
A fter the shooting ceased it was found that 
the head cook of the American hotel, gener­ 
ally known as Little Johnny, had been killed, 
a budet having passed through his stomach. 
Another Chinaman was shot through the 
arm, amd received a bullet in the left side of 
the body, and a third one wss shot through 
the back c-f the neck. There may be others 
who were more or less injured, but as usual 
sming the Chinese, they are very reticent 
about the matter, and full accounts cannot be 
o itained from them. Up to the present time 
but one Chinaman, ziatned Ah Mi, has been 
arrested, but more arreste will undoubtedly 
follow. The wounded men will recover.

Bome have as;: rted. 
The orange L; a tree th at is a surface feeder 
and also an evergreen, and only declines to 
continue its growth when the temperature 
is low. 
Now if a severe northwest wind 
blows, it absorbs all the moisture everywhere, 
and the tree Buffers if the ground is allowed 
to be dry, as it then affects the root-*, and no 
moisture can be supplied to the bark of the 
tree to keep up the circulation of electricity, 
which is being drawn from it by the negative 
current, the north wind. The tree is thus 
weakened, and if any one will observe he will 
see th at it is immediately after a severe dry 
norther th at the trees begin to wilt. I noticed 
this in 1873, and acting on the hint, I tried the 
experiment of not irrigating a few orange 
trees after September. 
The result was that 
these trees wore killed to the ground, while 
others widch wei e the same, two years old, 
and not protected, but were irrigated, all 
escaped uninjured. 
During December, 1878, 
ws had but .188 of an inch of rain, and 
severe frosts, with north wind*, prevailed all 
th at month, the temperature falling as low r.s 
16°. 
T hat year I selected three trees in dif­ 
ferent situations iu my garden and gave them 
no water. 
The remaining sixteen trees were 
well watered all the time, the same 03 in sum­ 
mer. 
As a result, the trees not irrigated 
were killed to the roots, while the trees kept 
well watered were not damaged. The frost­ 
bitten trees sprung up the next summer acd 
grew three or four feet high from the old 
root. 
The next winter I left one without 
irrigation, the others I watered. 
The trees 
watered were not damaged, the one not wa­ 
tered was killed again, and never after grew. 
An article in tho Los Angeles Expresa that 
winter stated that trees grown on moist 
ground were least injured in that county. In 
December, 1879, we had 2 938 inches of raiu 
—six times as much a-i tho preceding Decem­ 
ber—and although we had severe frosts and 
protracted cold weather, no damage of conse­ 
quence resulted, D esuse there was moisture. 
In November, 1880, we had no rain until 
the 23J, which was the first rain of that 
season. 
Severe north winds prevailed to that 
time, and orange trees suffered everywhere, 
when not properly irrigated; and although 
it was not as long or as severe a period of 
frosty weather as the previous fall, the dam­ 
age to orange trees never was worse iu the 
history of the State. 
G reat interest ia now 
manife-ted by the scientific departm ents of 
many European and American colleges on 
the influence of the electrical north winds, 
and is is being investigated by experiments. 
The results when reached will no doubt 
prove of much value. 
Orange trees, to be 
hardy, should be raised from hardy seed. 
The Louisiana orange is r. seedling from the 
H avana, and is the result of years of plant­ 
ing the seeds of trees th at have stood these 
heavy frosts, and a frost th at would kill an 
imported tree of the earns variety does not 
injure these trees. 
The same method should 
be adopted in the Sicram onto valley, and by 
planting the seeds of our hardy tree3 we shall 
have successful orange grove*. 
The orange 
tree, unlike most fruits, is true to its reed, 
and we get the same fruit the seed came from. 
A t tlie Southern California citius fruit fair 
in 1879, of ten test? of oranges six resulted in 
favor of the seedling;.

The 
Attorney General replied th at he did not con­ 
sider it any part of his business to give atten- 
tention to criminal prosecutions. 
The Presi­ 
dent replied that this was a great State trial, 
and the whole country looked to MacVeagh 
to p»e that it was c inducted properly and 
efficiently. 
MacVeagh said there was no law 
or custom for the Attorney-General to appear 
in criminal trial* 
H e had been told so by 
Judge Jerem iah Black. 
The President then qnickiy and somewhat 
angrily asked MacVeagh how it had been in 
the Aaron B urr trial. 
“ Ob, but th at was a

not in'en 'ed to sell them, nor could it te 
done without tho 
sanction of 
Congress 
M any millions of the Confederate notes w. re 
canceled, bnt many also were in use at the 
end of the Rebelión. 
Besides lilis, there is a 
large issue of Confedérate certificates of 
indebtedness, convertible in ti C ocí.derate 
bonds or money. 
The officers cf this division 
of the Treasury do not believe that there is 
any balance in England belonging to the 
Confederate Government. The Mason and 
Slidell letters in this D epartm ent show that 
they were constantly b.ggirg for money up 
to the collapse. Tho higher' Treasury offi­ 
cials. however, say that there is a balance iu 
the Bank of England which Secretary Sher- 
maD, two years sgo. contracted with a bank-r 
to collect for the United States. 
A gentleman who during the rebellion held 
a high diplomatic position in Europe, says 
th at the story cf a deposit in England to pay 
the Confederate bonds is al surd. 
The Con­ 
fedérala s kept th-iir early accounts with the 
Barings, and even when m- st flush, and at 
the ti ne that they contracted for ihe cruis’r, 
were never known to have more than three or 
four million dollars available. 
All the oth r 
money was absorbed by their purchase?. 
They had funds ia the bands of W. Trenholm 
& Co.. in Liverpool, and perhaps in other 
cities, but to no great amount. 
The specula­ 
tion in Confederate bonds has no basis to rest 
upon, and must soon explode.
